The home protec- 
tionist, or high tariff man, says here is an 
iron munufacl.uring establishment which gives 
the employment that shelters, feeds and 
clothes five hundred American families, in 
consequence of the protective duty upon Bri- 
tish iron. Take off this duty, and this iron 
establishment, from its inability to compete 
with the pauper labor of England, will have 
to ba closed, and those aforesaid live hundred 
American families will be thrown out of 
employment, and for a time, at least, will 
become M burddu instead of a source of pros- 
perity to the community around ihem, while 
at the same time the market which tiie neigh- 
boriii.i" farmer found for his products at the 
furnace will be transferred to England. Bui

with the removal of (he iron duty, will enable 
him to compete in our own markets with the 
iron oi England? Wottldyou deny him the 
protections of the tariff and at the same time 
deny him the right to procure the cheapest 
labor he can find? If the protection of Ameri- 
can industry requires the exclusion of the 
coolie, surely free trade calls for his admis- 
sion. If it is wrong to deny us free trade by 
taxing the whole community for the support 
of our home manufactures it is wrong to deny 
these American factories free trade in the 
choice of their labor. If you would abolish 
the tariff you must admit the Chinaman, and 
why not ? 


Our American-born white population, we 


may say. are, with some exceptions, employed 
in agriculture, commerce, shopkeeping, finan- 
ciering, government offices, politics, specu- 
lative enterprises, the management of railroads 
and manufacturing establishments, and in the 
learned professions. 
The great body of our 


laborers, mechanical employes, servants, &c., 
North are Europeans, while South they are of 
the African race. Excepting the Indians, the 
original owners of this soil by charter from the 
Creator, what right has the native American 
to object to a portion ia this land to the 
European? And what right has the European 
to object to the African or the Asiatic? 
None ia the world. For thousands of years 
China has followed the policy of the exclusion 
of foreigners, until compelled by the "outside 
barbarians,'" English and American especially, 
to open her gates to them. 
Now, under the 


Burliugamc treaty, we are bound to a recipro- 
city with the Chinese in this business. If we are 
free to go there in search of trade and employ- 
ment they are as free to come here. The 
coolie law of Congress does not deny them the 
right to come of their own free will by scores, 
by hundreds, or by thousands. In truth, how- 


ftU these labor agitations aad labor move- 


raonts of the day, in both hemispheres, are 
only the scratckiugs of the crust of Hie great 
question involved. The approaching general 
conflict between labor and capital will, in its 
culmination, be marked by a revolutionary 
reconstruction of governments and laws the 
most radical and the most beneficent in the 
history of mankind; and this revolution will 
not be so much the work of strikes and barri- 
cades as of common sense and genera! enlight- 
enment. 


The Fat Boiling Nuisance—Pat It llavri). 


The Board of Health, after a good deal of 


trifling with those shocking nuisances, the fat 
melting establishments, has at length deter- 
mined to shut them up. We hope the Board 
will not hesitate a moment in this business. 
At all times these disgusting concerns were an 
intolerable nuisance to the west side of the 
city. 
In such weather as this they have 


become a positive danger. 
Heretofore the 


custom was to arrest the proprietors for run- 
ning their establishments without a permit; 
for be it noted that not one of them has a 
license from the Board of Health. Yet strange 
to say. no sooner was bail taken for the 
offenders, as of course it was in all instances, 
than they returned to their stench dens and 
commenced to poison the air again. It is 
evident then, that making arrests and taking 
bail for the prisoners is mere child's play. 
Indictments by the Grand Jury against each 
individual proprietor, if followed up by the 
city legal official, might do some good. 
But 


it would be far better if the Board of Health 
would, on its own responsibility, lock up the 
doors of all these foul places aad put a stop to 
their business at once. 


It is said, however, that the owners of the 


fat Lielting houses laugh at the Board and 
don't 
care a fig for 
the law. That 


oHorous interest 
it 
appears, 
represents 


some six millions of dollars, and the proprie- 
tors have probably got the idea into their 
heads that this influence can overshadow law 
and the Health Board. 
Something must be 


done to abate the nuisance, or else the west side 
of the city, in the vicinity of Thirty-seventh 
and Thirty-ninth streets, will become depopu- 
lated. Boarders in some of the hotels and 
boarding houses are clearing out. Hotel 
keepers are remonstrating against the ruin to 
their business. Eesidents of private houses 
are compelled to live in a stifling atmosphere 
with closed windows. Even transient passen- 
gers on the Eighth Avenue Railroad are 
aiFecled to nausea—not very agreeable to their 
fellow passengers—as they ride through this 
district. The question therefore is, shall a 
large, populous district of the city, be poisoned 
by filthy vapors and odors, in order thai a few 
men may grow rich, not upon tiie fat of the 
laud, but of the slaughter bouses of Jersey, 
from winch it is notorious they import putrid 
eutratH and cook them into nastiness in the 
very Leari of the city, sending rank and vile 
vapors into every household around? 


These nuisances would not be permitted to 


exist twenty-four houis iu any other city in the 
world. See how quick the plucky little Dis- 
trict Attorney of Brooklyn wiped them out of 
that city! We have aright to expect just 
as effective action from our new and remodel- 
led Board of Health. Or, are the fat mclt- 
ng pesthouses really above the lav/?

The Senate yesterday went into executive 


session 011 the St. Domiugo treaty; but Mr. 
Sherman's strong appeal to take u£ the Tax 
bill in open session prevailed, and the treaty 
was not acted upon. The time for exchanging 
ratifications baa already baeu extended twice, 
and the subject has beeu before the public and 
the Senate for a longer time than the Tax bill, 
which could much bettor afford to wait. The 
action of the Senate does .not indicate any 
adverse disposition towards the treaty, but 
it is likely to lead 
to 
strong doubts 


of 
its ever 
being ratified. 
These are 


worse than an open rejection, as can. be seen 
in the case of St. Thomas, where the whole 
people of that island and of Denmark were 
insulted by the neglect of the Senate to take 
any action whatever on the treaty of cession. 
This occurred when tha President aad Senate 
were at enmity, and may hava resulted partly 
from that cause; but certainly if a republican 
Senate rejects a treaty negotiated by its own 
republican President it is time we hit upon 
some new mode of making treaties with foreign 
Powers.

The most disastrous ou nre-wluch ever occurred 


in this city is now raging near the Sharpsburg bridge, 
in the Eighteenth ward. 


At three o'clock in the afternoon, during a terrible 


rain storm, in wnlch nouses were thrown rtown and 
trees uprooted, a 1,000 barrel tank belonging to tiie 
Eclipse refinery was struck by lightnins- 


Another tank, belonging to the Citizau Refinery, 


was struck at the same time. Tue Eclipse tame in- 
stantly exploded, the burning oi! running toward 
the river, burning all tha buildings. IneluUIngDr. 
Tweddie's house, and setting flre to the Sharpsburg 
bridge, which was totally destroyed. 


The Citizens Refinery, with one taniv or crude oil, 


and a warehouse were burned. Forsyt'u Brothers 
lose one tap.lc of 3.000 barrels of crude oil; toe Astral 
Works, o£ John B. Bell 4 Son. lose buildings, Ac.;

FEABS FO3 THE HEALTH OF THE OTTr. 


Many were tue apprehensions expressed that this 
burning heat may have other and more unpleasant 
results than mere bodily inconveniencies lor the 
time at leasts. It was feared that from the slums 
and sluices, tlie fllth and garbage of our unawept 
streets, the decaying piers anil undredged "slips," 
there may be bred by the decomposing action of the 
healed atmosphere and the sun's ravs infectious 
diseases as dangerous to lire as any migratory epi- 
demic from tropical Asia. It is precisely at such 
seasons that zymotic diseases are mostly prevalent 
and the mortality records of this city and of all 
other countries show conclusively 
that 
the 
death rate is highest 
during tne 
warmest 
months of the year, even, excluding tie deaths di- 
rectly attributable to the influence of the neat as 
sunstrokes. Hence it is that the health authorities 
should be most active, and should see to have all pre- 
ventive ordinances and regulations strictly- cxe- • 
cuted, and cleanliness iu streets and alleys, In pub- 
lic places, as well as in houses and factories, rigidly 
taforccd. Pestilence may be bred here and need 
not be imported, and however salutary and com- 
mendable the Quarantine laws are, the usual pre- 
cautions lor tne preservation of a healthy atmosphere 
in Die city are not less essential aud should not be 
neglected.

It was not con- 
templated to open the hospital for the reception of 
patients for some time yet, but the extraordinary 
temperature o! the weather for the last few days 
urged the Commissioners to maKe some Kria of 
provision down town for the cases of sicfcness that 
were sure to occur. 
Consequently the doctors and 


nurses engaged for the hospital were summoned to 
attend on Monday, ami temporary arrangements 
were made by which

for the patients might be availed of. One ward on 
the arst floor of the building was filled up with a few 
beds, which/are the only furniture the ward con- 
tains. A number of worfc people are now busily en- 
gaged in making ready the rest of the banning. The 
hospital, as Is Known, is under the care of the Com- 
missioners ol Charities aua Correction, and Mr. 
Frear, who Is in special charge, is constantly ia at- 
tenauce overseeing 


THE PKOOEESS OP THE WORK. 
So far the arrangements are that two -doctors snail 
be in charge, the hospital never to be without the 
presence or either, and an orderly from Bellevue 
Hospital and two other nurses are in attetidance- 
The Commissioners have also placed at the order of 
the Hospital ambulance wagon No. 3. All cases of 
sunstroke, prostration Irom heat or accidents which 
occur on the east or west siae of the city 


BELOW CANAL STREET 
are to be treated in this hospital, at least tempo- 
rarily: serious cases of fractures being sent as soon 
as possibw to. Bellevue Hospital. Communication 
with the hospital is effected from any of the down 
town streets by telegraphic message between the 
precinct in which the case occurs and the Twenty- 
sixth (City Hall) precinct, and upon notification from 
the latter one ol the doctors proceeds immediately 
in tlie ambulance to the place wherejthe patient lies,• 
and then returns with his charge to the Eeceptlou 
Hospital.

A majority of the 
mines in Cornwall sue very deep—say from J50 10 
aoo fathoms frum, adit level—and unlssxthey have 3 
m;:neui[[i:e for lowering the miners the work be- 
comes very hard and the men readily leave n they 
can get easier worK.

To TIIE KDITOR OF THI; HEKAI.D:— 


I have never before taken part iu any public con- 


troversy, but as 1 belong to that class ivhich is affect- 
ed by this Chinese labor question, 1 feel that"i ought 
to raise my voice in protest agauisl a system which 
lends to lower my condition and that of my class, 
it is now generally admitted that the subject of Chi- 
nese importation is destined to be one of the greatest 
problems ol the present age, but. the press, gene- 
rally, m dealing wiih the question, have shown a 
disposition to misrepresent the matter, and to ignore 
the Tea i point at issue. The question now before the 
public has reference to a system of importation, and 
does not in any way refer to free immigration. These 
are two distinct terms, iuvolvingdifferent principles, 
and therefore canuot be reconciled: ami 1 ask tnat 
the press will deal fairly with tne question and dis- 
cuss-lt on its real merits. I would also submit thai 
to arrive at a proper decision It is necessary tlwr it 
should lie considered sole]? and sirictlv m iw social 
ami moral bearings. 
It has been satisfactorily 
shown that these Chinese coolies are not in the con- 
dition of immigrants. Tlie question then arises. 
Ought 
we tolerate 
a system of importation 


whereby a few capitalists are allowed to orryon a 
wholesale truffle In these coolies, as If they were so 
much merchandise, and which aiso tends to lower 
tne social and moral condition ol the working classes 
oftliis country v There are many reforms needed in 
tue present condition of the laboring class, ami what 
ought to BC done is to devise means wfiereby they 
may be elevated instead of degrading them still fur- 
ther. But it seems that philanthropy will i>St inter- 
fere in the unequal war between labor and capital. 
All the arguments that, have been brought forward 
in favor of importations have been in the. Interest of 
capital. The capitalists are always striving to re- 
duce the price of labor, and the reason they are so 
anxious to have the cumamaii is because he will 
work for the merest trine, and they make a great 
point of the fact that the Chinaman will work any 
number of hours, including Sundays. This shows 
now mtli: consideration the capitalist, nas'for the 
condition of the laborer. You have thought proper 
to ridicule tue proceedings of the Workingmen's 
Union m regard to this matter. Now, it seems to me 
that they are hut doing their duty to their constitu- 
ents by endeavoring to bring the question fairly ne- 
fore the public. Hie public generally do not yet 
recognize tne importance of tills question. We now see 
only tne commencement or bnd of the disease, but 
in a short, tithe this evil may spread throughout tne 
land. Temorday the Chinaman was to competition 
with unskilled labor only, but to-day he la in compe- 
tition with Skilled l«bor and what must be the "in-

To build the piers I should 
sink tiiree rows of the same tubes nine Inches in the 
centre aud eight ou each side, driven close togethet 
and bolted, and filled with concrete as in the sea 
wall. Three hundred feet out of said wail, ten feet 
nearer tlie sea wall, a similar row of tubes, aud foul 
such rows between the above and sea wall, having a 
clear water way between each pier of about seventy 
leet. Close to ihe sea wall a siugle row of tubes is 
to be simK, all Ihe tubes to be sunk so that their tops 
shall be level with nigh water mark. Aproperlv 
constructed tubular iron bridge eight feet high anil 
thirty-two feet wide, to span the eutire space .be- 
tween sea wall and pier head: tho roof or 
deck of 
bridge to form 
the .wharf proper. 
The inside of the bridge tube to be used for 
the storage of merchandise. On abridge or wharf 
of this kind sacds and storehouses cau be erected as 
Oruny as on laud. As tiie deck of the wharf would 
be above the present grade of tiie street about iour 
feet all unloading and loading of carts should be 
done at the bulkhead, Urns saving great wear and 
tear and confusion on the wharf. All merchandise 
could be carried along on the smooth floor ov hand, 
trucks or cars with ease and despatch. Between the 
two outer rows of tubes there should be placed a 
properly constructed tide-wheel, to be kept in mo- 
tion by the current, and co be continually em- 
ployed in compressing; air for the 
mechanical 
work 
of 
tlie 
pier, 
and 
also 
to 
raise 
tne sea water to a rcsorvoir on the top of the ware- 
house, to be arailiiQie iu case of fire; to water the 
streets, to lill batus, to scour the gutters und sewers, 
and thus put to practical use the immense power 
that flows past our city. A whan' of tins kind 
would give the greatest strength, with most ware- 
house capacity, aud present the least obstruction to 
the ebb and now of the tide. 


Mr. T. B. Stewart was nest In order. He submit- 


ted for the consideration or the Board the "Capitol" 
plan, which was graphically described m Monday's 
HKKALD. The collective wisdom of the Commission- 
ers seemed unequal io an immediate understanding 
or Mr. Stewart's very sweeping plans, and so it was 
that bis examination wasspeeclily broughtto aclose. 
and the chairman called upon 


Mr. A. D. Bishop, who produced a number of 


elaborate drawings and liuelv executed maps for tue 
inspection of tiie Board. His olau differs from all 
the others, and appear to be quite meritorious. It 
is simply a succession of stone pillars, resting on 
piles pressed iu position by means of a fioatlne: der- 
rick. The cost or tlie construction of a pier 100 feet 
long, over this foundation, is estimated by Mr. 
Bisnop at 535,000. aud the cost of a pier of the"same 
sort (granite), 45 by 400, S40o,ooo. 


The Commissioners took elaborate notes of all the 
plans ami suggestions, anil adjourned, until Fri- 
day next, at two! o'clock, when they expect to be 
able to decide and adopt sonie One of the plans pro- 
posed.

This feature alone would renuer tlie law practically 
inoperative until spec-is payments were generally 
aud lisedly resumed, (a fact the bill is such a mere 
"dummy" for a bill that we are only strengthened 
in our belief that the existing national banks, jealous 
of keeping their present privilege?.t.!iave been 
amusing Congress with it in tlie expectation of di- 
verting to It all tue financial buncombe of that 
body, and thus preventing the enactment of any- 
thing dangerous. 
In these days the members of 


Congress are under the necessity of going upon the 
record In some shape concerning the financial ques- 
tion in order to please their constituencies. The 
national bank lobbyists have atl'orded tiiem a vent 
for this desire by letting them agitate an innocuous 
and innocent measure.

road to connect with it at Marshall,

I have granted no 
permit for- tbe vessel or cargo to proceed, and consequently 
botbare detaiaed under me lawm Quarantine. On the 
amvai 01 the vessel the master was informed that she was 
by law subjected to quarantine of thirty days, but that, after 
a detention of a few davs. in case no sickness appeared on. 
board, a permit would be granted for tbe discharge of tbe 
cargo fa the upper bar. No other order, direction or de- 
cision has been made or given by me in reference to tbe ves- 
sel or cargo except in regard to the cleansing and fumigation 
of the vessel.

ROME AND AUSTRIA. 


Infallibility in Huasary. 


[From tlie Liverpool Post, June is.] 


The ft'oitti. German Oorrtspon&eM, the most valu- 


able medium for obtaining au insight into the intri- 
cacies of German politics, contains an important 
statement with reference totiie contemplated action 
of the Austro-Hungariau government iu regard to 
the dogma of infallibility. The Hungarian bishops 
who favor inlailibility have beeu tlireatened by the 
government with the loss of liieir temporalities m 
case they assist the project of tlie Jesuit partv m 
Rome, or if they attempt to promulgate the infalli- 
bility dojrtua lu their dioceses. The Roman Curia 
has also been informed by ins Hungarian govern- 
ment tliatit win sanction no measure tlie Curia umv 
feel called upon ro take against the aut-.-urfaliioiiis't 
prelates of Hungary. Thesestatemeutsn.ivecreated 
considerable «-^neiuent buih m Hermaav a:id iu 
Rome.

He'won his way Into universal favor 
m virtue of au jll-assinillaiive semality against 
which uo predetermination of resistance was proof, 
as in the ease of Sydner Smith, who. with characte- 
ristic candor, avowed his intolerance of what he 
believed to be the cant of Dickens" popularity, and 
promptly ended in becoming an enthusiastic apostle 
of the propaganda himself.' On that dogma we are 
all of accord—all tnfaliibilists.

KEJUMSCEXCES OF HIS YOUTH. 


The editor of the London, SrapftiV relates some 


particulars of h's personal acquaintance with Hie 
late author, as follows:— 


The first time I saw the idolized Bozln mcactfi 
was at a laucy fair in the Painted Hull of Greenwich 
Hospital, held, I think, for the benefit of the Ship- 
wrecked Mariners' Society. He was then a hand- 
some young man. with piercing bright, eyes and 
carefully iirriinareil tuiir. imieli, in (act as tit* is re 
presented in Slacllse's picture. The lastume'j 'saw 
him was a few weeks since, when I had tlie pleasure 
ol meeting him at dinner. 
To all outward appear- 


ance he then looked like a man wlio would liveau.l 
work until he was four score. I was especialiv 
struck by the brilliancy ana vivacitv of his eyes. 
There seemed as much life and animation ia them as 
in twenty ordinary puirs ol eyes. 1 was also struck 
b.v his sailor-like aspect, a peciuiaritv observed bi 
many oilier persons. Yet. except hta two voyages 
to America, he had not ijeeu much on the sea and 
was not, 1 believe, a particularly good sailor. lint 
we all know his sympathy for seamen, ;md i thiuk 
withont being fanciful, that his uauticu I air mav m 
pan be attributed io early Portsmouth associations. 


On this occasion Mr. Dickens conversed witli me 
cliielly anout Mr. Carlyie's writings, for whose 
••French Revolution" he expressed the strongest ad- 
miration, as he has practically shown in his -Tale »f 
Two Cities:" and lie also related some interesting 
anecdotes, one or which t may venture to ii'iimfer 
to print.

She brought twenty-one men, commanded 
by Colonel Loflo. who, it will recollected, was at the 
head of the party which captured the Spanish coast- 
ing steamer Comanditario some time since. Sooa 
after lauding they were surprised by a force uuder 
ihe Captain of the partido Maniabou, as mentioned 
in a previous despatch. Six were killed and one 
captured. 
The others fled to the mountains or 


Chaparra, whither a force was subsequently sent in 
pursuit by Ferrer, military commandant of Holguin-
